The old saying, “Our Juniors of 
to-day will be our seniors of to- 
morrow,” must be very much in 
your minds, but if we have con- 
“trolling bodies, who by their ac- 
tions, and doing a great injustice © 
to our future seniors, we must try 
and place the whole matter, which 
is serious, before their eyes. I 
do not believe it when I am told 
- that certain juniors refuse to be 
put in the senior ranks because 
there is no doubt whatever about 
juniors playing Soccer,. they all 
‘are looking forward to the time 
when they can play senior foot- 
pall. Why then should any man, 
or even body of men say, “No, you 
-ean’t ever be a senior player; we 
will rob you of that status.” How 
igs it being done, simply by junior 
associations not recognising rules 
‘made by the parent body. 


From the management of jun- 
ior associations, I.ask that their 
juniors “be given the. ehances in 
Soccer which they are quite en 
titled to. 1 say, give every boy 
the right information, which. 
again, they are entitled to, then 
you’ may-expect co-operation from 
them and all will benefit.
